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Communist Party Statement Refutes 
'‘Administration’s False Charges A 


“We Communists shall con- 
tinue our fight for peace, dem- 
ocracy, the people's well-being, 
for the rights of labor and the 
Negro people,” it was declared 
yesterday by the national com- 
| mittee of the Communist Party, 
in a statement on the bill signed 
President Eisenhower to outlaw 
the Party and shackle the trade 
nuions. The statement, issued 
yesterday by William Z. Foster, 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn and Pet- 
tus Perry for the national com- 
mittee, is as follows: 

THE ENACTMENT into law 
of the Communist Control Act of 
1954, which outlaws the Com- 
munist Party as a political party 
and further shackles the Amer- 
ican trade unions, is a major tri- 
umph for McCarthyism, that 
arch-enemy of our democratic 


freedoms. 


The law represents the most 
extreme step ever taken against 
political and democratic liberties 
in the history of our country. It 
is a sharp break with the Con- 
stitution and the theory of gov- 
ernment on which it is based. 
It is a long step toward a police 
state. 

By depriving the Communist 
Party of its political rights, this 
law is clearly a bill of attainder 
—that is, a legislative decree mak- 
ing a “finding”. of “guilt” with- 
out evidence or due process. It 
is a thought-control device aimed 
to persecute a group of Ameri- 
cans against whom there is not 
the slightest proof of any of 
the overt acts slanderously de- 
creed by, hysterical legislators 
doing the bidding of McCarthy- 


ism.

‘ A MALIGNANT FEATURE 
of the law—carefully combined 
with the anti-Communist clauses 
to conceal its true purpose—is 
that it contains the Butler Bill, 
which under pretext of “com- 
munist infiltration” or “domina- 
tion” undertakes to establish a 
system of Government. licensing 
of American trade unions in ac- 
cord with their opinions and pro- 
grams. It sets up what the en- 
tire labor movement has been 
opposing in this 83rd Congress 
—a system of “trials” and “tests” 
for unions on which depended 
their rights to collective bar- 
gaining before the National La- 
bor Relations Board. This move 
is a stab at the vitals of the trade 
unions under cover of the Mc- 
Carthyite witchhunt for “subver- 
sives.
